REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance of the instant claims is based on Applicant's persuasive arguments filed June 23, 
2009. The Examiner agrees with Applicant's argument that the term "aryl" requires only carbon 
and hydrogen atoms, that is, an aromatic hydrocarbon radical. Therefore, the pyridyl radical in 
McCarthy et al. compound 41 A does not meet the definition of "aryl". Further, Applicant is also 
correct with his argument with respect to the Abramov reference. Thus, both rejections are 
withdrawn. Claims 1-3 and 5-9 are now allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
